I'.etween 
towage and pilotage fees, lighter/ige and 
low water the exceptional fertility of 
the soil has alone, enabled the state to 
eoinpeto with the wheat froiij other 
parts of the continent that is not sub- 
jected to these enormous iiu[)orts A 
large ship is now loading v.dieai at Ta- 
••oraa, a new port on Piiget Souml, tho 
largest and most niagniCeent sheet of 
inland navigation in the world. The 
charges for pilotage are light, and there 
is neither river bar nor shoal to obstruct 
the free ingress and egress of the ship. 
She is receiving her cargo with i>.vpedi- 
tion and tho captain reports that hail 
he loaded at Portland tho ship would 
have been saddled with chargi-.s amount- 
irig to §1800 more than he has had to 
pay at Tacoma 1 The commerce of 
I'ortland cannot sustain itself against 
these great odd.% All the capital that 
V'lLL.VRD is investing in raihvay.s to 
concentrate there will not save the 
place as a .shipping point for grain while 
PugL't Sound holds forth inducenient.s 
such as these to shipping. She must 
shortly relinquish the sceptre whu h 
she has held for many years. Tiie tend 
oncy of all the rivers of this coast is to 
bboal. The Columbia has dc\flojiod 
that tendency to an alarming tlcgre'e. 
Railways cannot save her and h'.Mis' 
system of jetties cannot be applied on 
the turbulent bar, iiowevor it m.iy af 
foot the river.

been frequently drawn through these 
columDS to tho dilapidated condition of 
tho wagon-road, ^foro recently, at a 
public meeting held at Lillooet,a strong 
remonstrance against tho inaction of 
the chief coniinissioner was passeil and 
sent to that officer.

From the secretary of tlie tiro depart- 
ment informing the Council tJiat Messrs. 
A. Bordo and U. C. Wilsim had been 
elected chief and asHistant engineer of 
that department. 

Received and tiled. 

From Sergeant liluomlirld .stating tliat 
notices had been served upon ilie owners 
of tenements back of tho Moaqiietaires 
aaloon on Johnson street to clean and put 
them in good order, as they wen; not lit 
f ir human beings to live in 

Coun. Shakespeare stated tliai tlio.ii,' 
tenements liad been in a filthy condition 
for some time, and that the owners should 
be made to comply with the by-law. He 
would move that tho clork be instructed 
to enforce llie provisions of tho by-law 
and that the city barrister be consulted as 
to whether tho Council have power to 
close up the premises referred to. The 
law should be enforced.

McLean moved that tho clerk be 
instructed to inform Mr. Munro that thu 
Council has no power to intorfcve with 
private lines. 
Seconded and carried. 

V.\TK.S .STUK.'-;r. 

Coun. NSriglesworth moved tliat .Mr. 
Poarse's oiler to donate lands for carrying 
through Vates street to Cadburo bay road 
bo accepted and tlie work li opening it 
toniiured for. He stated that the work 
had been Mtimated to co.'^t .'?ltX)aiul that 
was a small sum to e.>c[)eiid on so import- 
ant a street. 

Coun. McLean did not see thai there 
would bo any advantage in opening up 
Vates street at the present time. Ho 
would opnose any expenditure on that 
street just now for the reason that open- 
ing that street would give a froiitagu lo 
tho H.B.Co. Tho work would not benefit 
tho ratepayers at all. If an arrangement 
could be entered into for opening the 
street through he would support it ; but 
for the sake of obtaining Mr. Pearae's 
proporty alone he would not support the 
motion. 

Coun. Vigelius was not surprised .it llu' 
opposition of Coun. McLean, as he had a 
house on Fort street. That Councillor 
some time ago was in favor of opening up 

II street upon whicli nobody lived. The 
street ought to bo opened up as pro- 
posed. 

Coun. lioyd was in favur of the pro- 
position. Vates street ward had not had 
its proper sliare of money oxpeiidod upon 
it. 

Coun. McLean was in favor of opening 
the street through, but not for tlie pro- 
position just otlered. 

Ciuni. Smith considered that it tlioie 
were any projierty holders who would nut 
the necessary land the matter 
should bo deferred till they would do so. 
He was in favor of opening the .street if 
It ciiuld be done continuously. 

Coun. Wriglcsworth stated thai there 
was no intervening land oxce|)t the school 
reserve. His present object was to secure 
the laiul oflered by Mr. Pearse. The thing 
could not bo done all at once, and llie 
right way wa.s to begin with obtaining 
Mr. Te-irse's property. He did not wish 
to mil up government matters with the 
priMent priijKisal. If that ofl'er be not 
uccopled now il might not be available at 
a future time. No reasonable man could 
object to such an arrungunient. The 
street coinuiittoe had done nothing in the 
matter for two weeks and it was time it 
was taken ont of th.at committee's hands. 
Ho did not see where the oppositinn 
cijuld come in to accepting thu land t'lat 
was ofl'ered. 
j Coun. -AIcLean again stated that lie w;i.s 
I in favor of opening tlie street if it could 
, be opened through. Tlie governinent was 
i opposed to having the street pa.s3 through 
I the Heaerve as it would cut a corner ofl' 
the hi^di ."chool building. 

C'niin. Wriglcsworth rose to a point of 
order. The governrnont shoula not bo 
►irought into the matter at all. 
Coun. McLean moved that the opening 
! up of Vates street be deferred till all the 
property owner.s consent to donate the 
land for that purpose. He also stated 
that the H. B. Co. ouglit to contribute 
Moinething towards opening up the street, 
an it would give thorn a fine frontage. 

Ciuui. Shakespeare considered that the 
proposition of Mr. Pearse w.as a veiy fair 
line and ought to be accepted. The same 
rule ought to be apjplied to Yates street 
as to other streets. As the street could 
not be opened at once it should be done 
]iieeemeal. It could not bo accompiiahed 
at once and the small sum asked for 
should be spent on it. It was astoniah- 
ing to him what the representatives of 
Yates .Street Ward had boon doing that 
tiiis question had nnt been taken up be- 
fore. This was just the time to spend the 
money as I here w.as a general election 
coining on and there could bo no ditlieulty 
with the government. 

Coun. McLean's motion wasTiot second- 
ed. 

Tho motion of Coun. Wriglcsworth was 
then put and carried.

Competition in -all branches of in- 
dustry should bo keen, or nationa as well 
people will fall behind in the race. The 
object of tho Show and Fair which wdl 
bo opened to-day is to form a nucleus 
for futuro annual and much moro ex- 
tensive affairs of the kind. To anuise a 
competitive spirit in all classes of pro- 
ducers and .to induce them to prepare 
articles for exhibition every man should 
feel that he has ;i d'rect interest in en- 
couraging the prosecution of industrial 
pursuits and his sympathy is most for- 
cibly shown by his presence at every pub- 
lic exhibition of tho produotions of tho 
counti}'.

XtB REVIVAL. 

Harrison, tho Ycuthful Evanffolist ~ 
HoTT Ho Looks, Talks and Acts. 

Harrison, the youthful revivalist, c :- 
horted a congregation tlmt tilled every 
part of the Hov.ard Street Methodist 
Church last evening. Harrison Is as unlike 
the ideal evangelist in jicrsonal appca.- 
^incv.^ as can bo imagined. He luus dark 
eyes, rather deeply set, good teeth, which 
he show s to advantage, with an uncleri- 
c;il .smile, and light brown hair, chopped 
short behind, and kept brushed back a la 
Poini>adoiir in front by his ntrvoiia 
habit of constantly running through it 
f rst one hand and then tho other. His 
strictly unevangelicid appearance is com- 
pleted by his dress, a short b' "ck Prince 
Albert coat, black trousers and stylish 
white tie. His peculiar power is in his 
dramatic way of working up to a frenzied 
climax, to where he succeeds in carrying 
a number of hearers w ith various degrees 
of enthusiiumi, some, of course, in a wild 
Uaiisiiort of religious excitement. He 
works up to the;-ie climaxes its an actor 
works up to Ids "points," and uses rs 
much dramatic ability and cue in the 
preliminary work. .After an opening 
prayer by Dr. .lewell, a hymn was an- 
nounced by ihe revivalist, whosidd just be- 
fore the last verse w.i.ssung, "Daring the 
singing of the bust verso a collection will 
be taken up. If wo du it now it will Ix; 
off youi' minds. It ha.s always beon my 
custom to ask for a collection, and some 
can give much, and those who cannot af- 
ford, little. Of course there aresome who 
are too mean to live, and they never give 
anything. ' .After this business-like op- 
ening, he continued in a sharp, clear, 
s oice, which is dropped tho moment bo 
Ijegins his revival work : "There is no 
use trying to find seats hero ut 8 o'clock, 
and those who have just como in must re- 
main standing near the dnm'. After a 
few nights you won't be able to find seat-s 
I .at half past seven o'clock. " .\t thi.s point 
ihe usher walked up the aisle, followed 
by three ladies whom ho had undertaken 
to seat near the ])latform. Eyeing the 
u.sher sharply, the speaker continued ; 
"There, now, don't bring any more for- 
ward. Tho [leuph! ought lo be thankful 
to get standing room. " .-Xfier this inti- 
mation that any further interruptions of 
that nature would not meet with his ap- 
proval, tho revivalist started off in ahigh- 
strung, tremulous voice to exhort. Sud- 
denly, speaking very rapidly, hia voice 
sank almost to a whisper, and from tliat 
he broke forth in a loud, passionate ap- 
peal to his hearers to "scream for mer- 
I'v. " This he followed up by falling on 
his knees and praying feirontly. During 
a long prayer, ,he frequently jumped to 
his feet and kncolcd again, clapping hia 
hands and beating his head, and ended 
by calling on tho leader for a hymn, hoI- 
eciodfor its plaintive tune.
